1 . This communication is responsive to the Amendment filed July 5, 2006. 

2. Claims 1, 6, 7, 12, 13, 18, 19, and 24 have been calcelled. Claims 2-4, 8-10, 14- 
16, 20-22, and 25-28 have been amended. Claims 2-5, 8-1 1, 14-17, 20-23, and 
25-28 are pending in this application. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 2-5, 8-11, 14-17, 20-23, and 25-28 (now renumbered as 1-20) are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The prior art does not expressly teach or render obvious the invention as recited 
in independent claims 25-28. 

6. The features as recited in independent claims 25-28 "the notification handler 
performs the second level filtering of notification of the event by determining 
whether contents of the event meet second level filtering criteria established by a 
user, and communicating the event to the user if the contents of the event meet the 
second level filtering criteria associated with the user", when taken in the context 
of the claims as a whole, was not uncovered in the prior art teachings. 
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7. Nor were references uncovered that would have provided a basis of evidence for 
asserting a motivation that one of ordinary skill level in the art at the time the 
invention was made, knowing of a system for providing notification of events in 
this specific environment, would have integrated or modified to teach the system 
for providing notification of events in a unified communications services network 
including the features as recited in the context of independent claims 25-28.
